These were left
untouched, the object of the burglar
being apparently to select nothiog by
which he would be discovered. No
one heard him while he was in the
room, and it was only the next morning
that the robbery was discovered. A
boarder, early in the morning wanted,
change for a twenty dollar piece. Mrs.
3. searched her pocket for the key,
but could not find it there. Thinking
it had been lost among the beds, she
shook out every one of them, and after
an unavsiling search, she looked at the
trank, and found it locked, but the
straps were inside. This excited her
suspicion, so she sent the young man
for a chisel to have the hinges taken off.
©On, the trunk being opeved, and the
money discovered to missing, an
alarm was given, but up to this time
the police have been unable to find any
trace of the thief. The loss falls
heavily on this aged couple, as all their
fittle store was takea, snd they were

from the west, in the same car withjthe
man who was searching for hiw, with~
out the man suspecting Chapman’s
presence. He deliberately went intoa
saloon in the upper part of the city,
pulled off his coat, and sat down by the
fire. About twenty minutes afterward,
officer Kdwards, with two of the rob-
bers he had ig charge, stepped into the
sauloon. . One of the robbers said,
* Why, Chapman, what brought you
here ?” Kdwards put his hand on his
shoulder and said, “ I want you.” A
considerable portion of the money was
recovered, and there is no doubt now
that all the robbers have been arrested.

TRUCKEE, Nov. the 11th.—Parsons,
Squeers, and another of the gang who

bed the express car near Verdi, will
be taken to Washoe City, Nevada, by
Capt. J. J. Green and J. E. Dooly, on
a requisition from the Governor of
Nevada. All parties engaged in the
robbery are now in custody, nnd nearly
all the treasure recovered, without
firing » shot. The officers recovered
yesterday afterncon $11,700, and to-
day 8750 wore, about one mile from
the robbers’ general fendezvous, where
a partion of them resided for eight days
previous to the robbery. The principal
actors in the affair were parsons, Davis,
Roberts, Carkil, Chapmen and Squeers,
the latter of whom guined some natori
ety at the time of the Baldy Green
stage robbery in Six Mile Canyon, on
the overland route.

Sant LAKE, Nov. 10.—The party
from here on the track of the Central
Pacific Railroad robbers, are about 65
miles south-west of Salt Luke These
men had passed some new half dollars
of the San Francisco Miot of 1870, and
had rolls of grecnbacks, which led to
suspicion. Later ioformation states
that two of the mail robbers were
caught last night by Mormon authori-
ties, twenty-five miles west of this
city. They are on the track of the
others. In the saddiebags eaptured
with the roblbers was found $126 in
greenbacks, 8329 gold coin, some
silver, and a package of goid dust
weighing 28 ounces, and another pack
age weighing 87 ounces. Oune of the
robbers attempted to escape, but was
captured. —Nov. 11.—The same party
of Mormons who captured two men
supposed to have been connected with
the Ceantra’ Pacific Railroad robbery,
after bringing the prisovers into the
city, started out again after the others,
and brought two moure in to day.
